The defendant, city employe for 
more than 25 years, was indicted 
by the current grand jury in one 
of the nine secret bills returned 
last Friday in a partial report. 
The jury is expected to make a 
final report late today. 
Although state examiners 
re­ 
ported a total shortage of $11,483, 
the grand jury apparently only con­ 
sidered her alleged admissions to 
State Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson 
Sept. 2, 1939, following his prelim­ 
inary investigation of the examina­ 
tion of the city's books made by 
State Examiner Ralph A. Riegler. 
Attorney W on't Discuss Case 
Miss 
McNicol, 
who was 
dis­ 
missed Aug. 30, 
1939, when 
the 
alleged shortages were uncovered 
by the state audit, was 
to be rep­ 
resented by Attorney John Bauk- 
necht of East Palestine and At­ 
torney O. Jay Clark of East Liv­ 
erpool, who was reluctant to dis­ 
cuss the case. 
Her admissions were corrobor­ 
ated by testimony given under oath 
by City Treasurer Clyde V. Hall, 
who assertedly related to the ex­ 
aminer that Miss McNicol “told me 
she was $5,000 short ”. 
Miss McNicol, who served with 
several city auditor sconce explained 
that some of the missing money 
was used to halp the successful 
campaign of the late Shelton J. 
Overdorf. who became county audi­ 
tor. Mr. Overdorf died shortly after 
taking office. 
The examiners returned a 153- 
page report of the shortage case 
and for other findings totaling 
$15,032 in all.

McNicol 
was 
dismissed 
while Andy J. Hiram was auditor. 
The state examiner said the short­ 
ages occurred between March I, 
1938, end of the period covered 
by a previous audit, and March 
13. 1939, when Mr. Biram was ap­ 
pointed to succeed Mr. Overdorf, 
who had resigned to become coun­ 
ty auditor.

CHURCHILL SAYS 
JAPAN HELPLESS 


Cries Axis Can’t Act While 


U.S., British Fleets Sail

Churchill, announcing In the house 
of commons today that Britain will 
reopen the Burma war supply road 
to China in answer to Japan's pact 
with Germany and Italy, declared 
Japan’s new allies “will not be able 
to help her so long as the British 
and United States fleets are Id 
being." 
"They will be!’* the commons 
roared back. 
The prime minister declared flat­ 
ly that the three-way Axis pact 
"binds Japan to attack the United 
States if the United States comes 
Into the war," hinted It contained 
secret clauses and then cried de­ 
fiantly: 
"Neither of the branches of the 
English-speaking race Is accus­ 
tomed to react to threat! of vio­ 
lence by submission! 
“And certainly the reception of 
this strange and Ill-balanced de­ 
claration. in the Ignited States, has 
not been at all encouraging for its 
authors." 
A Feint Against Russia 
Churchill* alto charged the tri­ 
power pact "in a secondary degree 
is a point against Russia," al­ 
though "primarily" aimed at the 
United States. 
Churchill's hour-long war report 
made 
these other 
points, even 
while Loudon's anti-aircraft guns 
rumbled faintly in the distance: 
1.—Hitler's month-old air total 
warfare on London and Britain’s 
other great cities is diminishing in 
force, although 8,500 people have 
been killed and 13,000 wounded 
since Sept. 7 by an average of 
nearly 
400 
long-range 
bombers 
daily. 
2.—Disciplinary action has been 
taken against persons responsible 
for "errors" in the ill-fated Anglo- 
French expedition against Dakar, 
by which French warships were al­ 
lowed to pass the straits of Gib­ 
raltar and defend the Senegalese 
colony. 
Churchill disclosed that one Brit­ 
ish battleship and one heavy cruis­ 
er were damaged at Dakar; that 
two Vichy submarines were sunk, 
two destroyers fired, one cruiser

Germany secures 
access to the Rumanian oil and 
gasoline which I* essential for war 
operations. Hitler can draw on Ru­ 
mania's great granaries.

domination of the lower reaches of 
the Danube which affords invalu­ 
able navigation 
clear into Ger­ 
many. 
Grave Threat To Turkey 
It easily may be the entering 
wedge for a drive down the Balkans 
in connection with the Battle of 
the Mediterranean. This naturally 
establishes a grave threat to pro- 
British Turkey which lies right 
across the route the Axis would 
want to use. 
If Messrs’ Hitler and Mussolini 
could overrun that territory, and 
secure the strategically vital Dar­ 
danelles, It would give them a great 
set up in their assault against the 
British Empire. This would be cal­ 
culated to enable them to get 


troops into Syria And Palestine, 
and to capture the rich oil wells 
of Iraq which now Are controlled 
by Britain. 
Control of Rumania alto would 
be necessary if Mussolini were to 
carry out operations against Greece 
and Yugoslavia. 
However, as I see it Hitler's 
move is aimed in no small degree 
at Russia. He and Comrade Stalin 
ostensibly are friends because of 
their 
anti-aggression 
pact, 
but 
practically there can ba little doubt 
that they both keep their guns 
handy as they walk together.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 8 — Rep. 
Earl R. Lewis has been consult­ 
ing house leaders concerning his 
resolution calling on the judici­ 
ary committee to determine what 
existing laws need to he changed 
to legalize the sale of destroyers 
to England. • 
Mr. Lewis pointed out that in

have been bo many requests 
for explanations of selective ser­ 
vice rulings that I have decided to 
devote a series of 
columns to 
questions and answers. 
This is the first effort to clarify 
the problems which arise under the 
Burke-Wadsworth selective service 
bill. 
Q.— M y birthday it Oct. 17. On 
that date I will be 36. Am I sub­ 
ject to registration? 
A.—Certainly. 
The 
law 
says 
that any man between the ages of 
21 and 36 (that is, if on that date 
you ARE 21 or 35) you must reg­ 
ister. Thus, if you are 21 on that 
date or 36 the day after, you must 
register. 
Q.— I am taking an automobile 
trip on Oct. 14. 
On Oct. 16, I 
w ill be in Grant Canyon Nation­ 
al park. 
Where do I register? 
A.—In Grand Canyon National 
park. 
Under the selective service 
regulations, if a person subject to 
registration is out of his state or 
registration district and CAN NOT 
GET BACK, he must register in 
the registration district in which 
he is staying. 
In the case of Na­ 
tional parks, provision is made for 
the national director to register 
not only all residents in his park, 
but all visitors. In the case of via­ 
tors, these cards are sent back to 
home states for handling. 
There 
are 22 national parks in which this 
ruling holds true. The ruling also 
applies to CCC camps, to men on 
vacation but traveling outside their 
state or district, to visitors on In- 
dan reservations. 
Q.— I am ill in a hospital. How 
can I register? 
A.—Provision 
will 
be 
made 
through your county clerk to reg­ 
is te r you just as if you were in 
your own registration district. 
Q.—-I am ill at home. 
I cannot 
get out to register. 
W hat must I 
do to avoid penalties under the 
law ? 
A.—Deputise a competent person 
to register for you. 
In this in­ 


stance, the person you deputize 
will act as registrar for you. With, 
of course, the permission of the 
local board. 
If you are too ill or 
quarantined on registration day, 
present 
yourself 
to 
your 
local 
board as soon as possible and un­ 
der these circumstances, have a 
physician’s 
certificate 
or 
other 
competent evidence on hand to 
prove your case. 
Q.— I am going to be out of the 
United 
States 
on 
registration 
day. 
W h at must I do to avoid 
the penalties of non-registration? 
A.—Present yourself to your lo­ 
cal board within five days after 
you get back in the United States, 
offer them proof that you were 
outside the United States on Oct. 
16 (a ticket stub, stamped pass­ 
port, reports from your local news­ 
paper, or affidavits from responsi­ 
ble neighbors would be evidence 
enough) and register in the ordi­ 
nary manner.

lighted to have him do it. while 
they got the credit for being smart; 
he was glad to do it, for every 
week he was building his own 
fences. 
Then came the Hoover campaign 
and the smearing system reached 
fruition. 
The 
colin fry, 
through 
Michelson's 
typewriter, 
actually 
came to believe that Hoover was 
the arch enemy of mankind; that 
every failure of government and 
the human race was his fault. 
His oratory as voiced by promi­ 
nent Democrats was described offi­ 
cially by members of congress as 
being without parallel. To this day 
and perhaps in the future history 
of our time, the official imprint of 
Hoover on our government may be 
colored in no small measure by 
that Michelson campaign. 
When the break came between 
Roosevelt and the old-time Demo­ 
crats, Michelson went with the new 
dealers and Farley. One of bis next 
notable achievements 
w a s 
t h e 
smearing of the 
Liberty 
league 
when Al Smith made his famous 
speech 
breaking 
with 
Roosevelt 
and taking his walk. 
What he did then to the duPonts, 
Smith. Raskobs and their associ­ 


ates ended the political life of the 
league and made Roosevelt's posi­ 
tion stronger than ever. 
S 
KOWING how the Michelson pat­ 
tern runs, the attacks he made 
on Hoover alleging every kind of 
fraud known to the political mind 
charged that the Hoover bureau­ 
cracy and commission* had ruined 
the 
government, 
that 
the 
high 
tariff wall was ruining the little 
fellow; that his acts were uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The 
same tariff operated 
for 
years under the new deal and then 
was a great help to the little fel­ 
low and the country; not a word 
has ever come from the typewriter 
in criticism of the overpowering 
bureaucracy of the new deal, nor 
a word about the tragic failures of 
the last seven years of socialistic 
experimentation which has bogged 
the nation down into its 
most 
alarming financial condition in our 
history. 
In later years Mr. Michelson has 
smoothed out the rough spots of 
his system. Part of his time in the 
last four years has heen given to 
overriding 
promptly 
any 
bad 
breaks made by .the President or 


leading members of his adminis­ 
tration. 
Much of the political sagacity at­ 
tributed to Roosevelt was inspired 
by the late Louis Howe in his day 
and then later by Jim Farley and 
Charley Michelson. 
Charley worked fast on more 
than one occasion to undo the dam­ 
age of some bad break made by 
Roosevelt. His daring and 
skill 
rightfully won for him the posi­ 
tion of publicity director, political 
policy chief, first speech-production 
artist and No. I smear artist of the 
party. No small part of his suc­ 
cess may be due to the fact that 
the Republican party has failed to 
produce a master craftsman to 
match him.

This would provide 
four trips daily for 453 of the num­ 
ber who could be taken to their 
homes for noon luncheon, and two 
trips only for about 125 others 
who live too far to be taken home 
at noon.

R. 
Frederick, general manager of the 
utility, Is based on a rate of 65 
cents a week for children who 
would return home at noon and 
40 cents for those who would be 
brought to school in the morning 
and returned in the evening only.

To acquire an education for ber 
choaen profession, Mrs. McHenry 
attended the Philadelphia college 
of pharm acy and was graduated 
from the University of Pittsburgh. 
Then she returned to E ast Liver­ 
pool to become one of East Liver­ 
pool's first local woman pharm a­ 
cists. 
According to Mrs. McHenry, the 
requirem ents to become a pharm a­ 
ceutical graduate have undergone 
many changes in the last few years. 
Until 1921 only a two-year course 
was necessary. Three years of study 
was demanded from 1921 to 1923, 
and from then on the four-year 
course that students take today was 
made mandatory to obtain a state 
license. 
"It la easier today to be a phar­ 
macist because so many of the pre­ 
scriptions that formerly had to be 
prepared by a druggist now are 
bottled by laboratories," Mra. Mc­

She feels thst "pharm acy la a 
profession which often prom otes in­ 
terest in medicine, chemical labora­ 
tories aud scientific chem istry."

Malnutri­ 
tion in American school children 
of grade school age is much more 
frequent that supposed. 
Can’t Depend On Lunch 
The school child often cannot 
depend 
upon 
the 
likelihood 
of 
getting 
a 
nourishing 
lunch 
so 
breakfast becomes the mainstay 
of the nourishment for the early 
part—the hard working part—of 
the day. 
When both mother and father 
have to rush off to work early In 
the morning, leaving a child more 
or less to get breakfast for him­ 
self. the result la a badly balanced 
meal, mostly out of cans. 
The school child's breakfast Is 
the most Important meal of the 
day. It should be hot, It should be 
nutritious and it should have a 
plentiful supply of fresh 
foods. 
It should Include a fruit, a well- 
cooked oatmeal with cream and 
sugar, milk, and, possibly, eggs 
or meat. 
Suitable 
foods 
are 
prunes, 
oranges, baked apples, applesauce, 
peaches, grapes, cantaloupe, rasp­ 
berries. 
toast, butter, cream 
of 
wheat. Jam. graham crackers, Jelly, 
cornmeal muffins, bacon, marma­ 
lade, fish, toasted corn flakes, co­ 
coa, cracked wheat, wheatena, rice, 
puffed rice, farina, rolled oats, gar- 
mea, hominy grits, chicken, wheat 


cakes, maple syrup, waffles, sorg­ 
hum. 
If you, the parents, see to It 
that your children have a good 
variety of those things for break­ 
fast, you need not worry. 
What the school dietitians are 
up against is the malnutrition of 
school children due to the careless­ 
ness and indifference of parents. 
Take charge of the breakfast of 
a nation and you may be Indiffer­ 
ent to who makes the laws or the 
songs either. 
Malnutrition in children of the 
school age is a very common cause 
of deficiency In scholarship. In Its 
early and less developed forms it 
is not always easy to detect. It 
frequently goes without recogni­ 
tion for a long time because the 
child Is less under rigid supervi­ 
sion at this age than he was when 
younger. 
Early recognition Is, however, 
Important, and the
